working men, and stim ulated every de­ 
partm ent of business. 
This result, whose 
disastrous effects have tom bed the personal 
interests of every individual in the State 
except the professional politicians, was cer­ 
tainly not looked for by the people. The 
realization of the situation leads them to a 
little reffeetiou, which, although it comes 
late, is still “ better late than never." 
It is 
now perceived th at the demagogues who 
have been conspicuous in bringing about 
the present state of affairs had no other 
motive than the desire of getting office, and 
th a t their counsel (as the counsel of s u c h 
men has ever been) was wholly pernicious-.

SOCIETY 
JOURNALISM. 


Lord Coleridge, in the recent .Yates ease in 
England, delivered a sermon from the bench 
on “ Society Journalism,” so-called, that 
might he read and taken with profit in a 
land in this direction. 
Mr. Yates pub­ 
lished in his paper a scandal about Lord 
Lonsdale; that is, it was so worded as to 
lead the reader to the conclusion that I sms- 
dale had eloped with a certain lady. There 
was no truth in it. So soon as Mr. Yates 
discovered that fact lie apologized, and 
made every effort to undo the wrong and 
right the injured parties. This « 1 , hon­ 
orable, and at least testified to tin* alwence 
of malice ¡11 the publication. 
He pleaded 
that he had been deceived by another 
party, and had every reason to believe the 
information given to be true. 
But Mr. 
Yates was found guilty, and sentenced to 
four months imprisonment and a fine. 
When he apjieared at the bar Ixtrd Cole­ 
ridge took occasion to lecture on “ Society 
Journalism.” 
He stood strongly for the 
freedom of the press, but was very hitter 
upon the license seized upon hv some pub­ 
lishers under that grant. 
In the course of 
his remarks he said he could not believe 
that anybody found pleasure in feeding 
upon the unwholesome dishes the sensa­ 
tional press sets out. 
He wa.-> certain 110 
educated gentleman could feel anything 
but humiliation and contempt in having 
to supply such food. The learned Judge 
would not need to reside long in the United 
States to lieoome convinced that lie i> in 
error. 
There Ls unfortunately a large class 
of people who take delight in the filthy 
scandals that are dished up by sensational 
papers while there arc men of fair educa­ 
tion who do not feel any scruples aliout 
making them as vile as literary ability and 
devili.-h ingenuity can devise. 
Whether 
this taste for the scandalous has l>een 
created by a vicious press, or whether the 
scandalous press is the result of a vicious 
taste among the people, we do not need to 
now consider, though we hold that the 
press is more at fault than the jteople. 
Scandal is bad enough in the mouth, hut 
worse in print, even if the truth is ad­ 
hered to. 
The demoralization of virtue 
among the newspaper-reading public is 
bad enough when it results from the un­ 
warranted publication of such privileged 
matter its the proceedings in the Hill- 
Sharon abomination, for instance. 
But 
behind this are greater evil.— the exagger­ 
ation of trivial facta into moment nous 
scandals; the devilish molding of an atom 
of truth until it ap[>ears to lie a mountain 
of reality; and. next, the use of scandal­ 
ous knowledge for purposes of blackmail. 
But even there the evil does not end. 
In 
the absence of the excuse of some truth 
the filthy fancy is drawn uj>on to manu­ 
facture scandal, and, as a natural result, 
the conscienceless news-monger and pur­ 
veyor of indecency uses his art for {>ccu- 


The San Diego U noin declares that the 
disastrous effect of the anti-railroad agita­ 
tion is being realized in full force in north­ 
ern California.
